A DASTARDLY OUTRAGE. 



The causes that leil to the mysterious 
blowing up of a kiln at Humber's brick- 
yard on Friday night should be vigor- 
ously inquired into by tha authorities. 
Had the explosion occurred a few mo- 
ments earlier or later human life would 
have been involved. As it is, the 
damago occasioned to property will not 
exceed $250. From the appearance of 
the ruins' the charge was built into the 
kiln some weeks ago by an experienced 
hand, who designed that ns soon as the 
kiln had been- completed and fire start- 
ed the explosion should take place. No 
punishment would be too severe for the 
wretch or wretches concerned in this 
cowardly outrage. No circumstances 
will excuse or palliate the act, 
which, we are glad to say, finds no 
parallel in this Province. It is said, 
by some, that the employment at the 
yard of Chinese induced the crime. 
We hope it will be shown that such is 
not the case. The whito workingnien 
of British Columbia have still a good 
and strong cause— although it has been 
somewhat weakened by recent indiscreet 
legislation; and we have too high an 
opinion of the class to imagine for a 
momont that they would adopt other 
than legal measures to expel the Chin- 
ese element. It would be unjust to at- 
tribute the act to them in the absence 
of evidence. We believe that if the 
perpetrators of the outrage are ever 
traced they will be found to he men 
who can lay no claim to the proud title 
of workingnien. 

NEW WESTMINSTER FAVORS 
COMPENSATION. 

A public meeting was held at New 
Westminster on Thursday to protest 
against the Separation memorial of the 
House. Mayor Holdrook occupied 
the chair, and Mr. Kirkland moved 
that the memorial behi£ a libel on the 
people of British Columbia, that the 
meeting repudiates it, and believes that 
the Dominion Government will honor- 
ably fulfil their • railway engagements. 
The resolution was carried unanimous- 
ly. Mr. BEERmoved a resolution of con- 
fidence in the sincerity of the Canadian 
Government to discharge their railway 
obligations. To this Mr. J. C. Brown 
moved what we are bound to say is a 
very sensible and practical resolu- 
tion, which regretted that the Carnar- 
von settlement had been rendered im- 
possible of the fulfifment by the action 
by the Canadian Senate and con- 
cluded — 

" That we believe the nature, and 
. amount of the compensation payable to 
British Columbia should be left to the 
arbitration of Her Majesty's Principal 
Secretary of State for the Colonies." 

This resolution points to precisely 
what the dispute between Columbia and 
Canada will end in after the Govern- 
ment of this Province shall have wasted 
another year or two in threatening 
Separation. The meeting closed with 
a savage dig at the "political adventur- 
ers" of Victoria and a vote of confi- 
dence in Mr. Mackenzie and his Gov- 
ernment.

Thus we con- 
tinued for two days, anil on the 18th tho 
barque had drift oil towards the high 
inland, which was then almost 12 miles to 
windward. As the vessel had commenced 
to drift away from it, we considered what 
was best to be done, and then decided to 
make a last effort, and endeavored to con- 
struct a raft. With this object in 
view we got six small logs over tlio side of 
tho vessel, and with them wo made two 
rafts. Tho chief officer with six men got 
on to the larger one, while I took posses- 
sion of tho smaller one, having with me 
four men. There wore no passengers on 
board, and, therefore, these were all sea- 
men. We started from the wreck at about 
!) o'clock on the morning of the 18th, on 
two rafts, and made for one of the small 
islands. At the time we loft her tho 
barque was full of water, the masts were 
all gone with tho exception of tho lower 
fore-topmast, tho boat3 were gone, tho 
decks washed and torn up outside, tho 
rudder missing, and the planking started 
from stem to stern-post. In fact, sho was 
utterly unmanageable, and there was no- 
thing on board to cat or drink. Wo 
reached the island of Ivan at about five 
o'clock on the day on which we left the 
wreck. Tho island was a small one, being 
altogether about 10 miles in circumfer- 
ence. Tho chief officer and his party 
landed on the windward side of tho is- 
land, while I managed to get to the lee- 
ward. After getting on the shore wo went 
in search of food, and succeeded in get- 
ting some cocoanuts. We could not, how- 
ever, get any water, but we fared better 
than the chief officer and his party, who 
could not find anything to eat on tho side 
where they landed. The island wo found 
tu bo uninhabited, bat we observed smoke 
on a neighboring island about five miles 
distant. On the seventh day after land- 
ing we succeeded in attracting tho atten- 
tion of tho natives. They camo across in 
a largo canoe, and brought my party over 
to thoir island, at tho samo tinio leaving 
five natives to institute a search for tho 
chief officer and his party, who were found 
the same day. Fortunately for us his 
Majesty King George of Tonga and tho 
Friendly Islands, in the meantime camo 
on a visit to the island in his schooner. 
He immediately took us on board, and 
treated us with the utmost kindness. We 
went to the island on which we had first 
landed, and on arrival to our disappoint- 
ment we learned that Mr. Jamicson, tho 
second mate, and John McGowan, A. B. , 
wero not with tho party, the former hav- 
ing hurt his foot and the latter sick with 
fever, and they were obliged to leave 
them at tho landing-place. Tho King 
sailed round the island, but could not 
find them, although natives wore sent on 
shore where tho chief officer had been 
landed. Myself and nine of the crew wero 
then taken by the King to Tonga. Up to 
tho ICth June no tidings of their where- 
abouts had been received. On that day, 
the chief officer, two seamen, and myself 
left Tongatabu in the schooner Lietitia 
for Auckland.

Report of the Captain of the Bark 

K FDA It. 



• Tho New Zealand papers contain a 
thrilling account of the suil'crings of the 
officers and crew of the bark Kedar, which 
sailed from Victoria with a cargo of lum- 
ber for Melbourne, on the 2nd of January 
last, was boarded by a heavy sea and 
water-logged on tho 1st April, and was 
abandoned off the Friendly Islands on the 
18th of May. Tho Captain gives tho fol- 
lowing graphic account of the privations 
of tlfe ship's company after the sea catno 
aboard : — 

We all passed a most dreadful night, ex- 
pecting every moment to bo our last. At 
last daylight broke on April 2nd, with a 
strong southerly galo and a high sea, and 
a dreary prospect before us. The most 
part of the ship was under water, and we 
had nothing to eat nor a drop of water to 
drink, and no prospect of any. The 
carpenter, Charles Gullan, is missing and 
must have been washed overboard with 
tho wreckage. Tho only eatiTbles we had 
was one 41b tin of preserved meat 
and a live pig, but no water. The follow- 
ing day the weather got very fine, the sea 
smooth, and wo commenced to look 
around, and found the cabin completely 
gutted of everything, every article having 
been washed overboard, all my books, 
charts, chronometers, all the instruments 
gone and not an article of provision left. 
Wo now commenced to fish up things from 
the store-room below to the main deck. 
We had two tanks of water belov^, but to 
our utter disappointment we found them 
full of salt water. After searching for 
sometime, wo found a tank containing 
flour, the tank being left only half full of 
flour; it was mixed into dough with salt 
water. We got that up and dried it in 
tho sun. and afterwards found some pieces 
.of salt beef. Amongst other things we 
found an old five-gallon oil can, and with 
that I managed to make a condenser. We 
wero now six days without a drop of fresh 
water, with tho exception of two mornings 
whon thero was a heavy dew. We suc- 
ceeded in refreshing our parched throats 
slightly by sucking tho dew from tho sails 
and wherever it could be found. After 
gotting my condenser well to work I 
found that I was able to condense about 
li gallons of water every day. The qual- 
ity of the water was very good, and prov- 
ed very acceptable. Wo servod out regu- 
larly a half-pound of what had once been 
flour, and about a pint of water. Some- 
times tho men wero allowed to have about 
2ozs. of salt beef. With this daily supply 
of food wo managed to exist for nineteen 
days without a drop of rain. At the end 
of that time — thanks to God — wo had 
soveral very good showers, which were 
extremely refreshing. Everything we 
had at hand capablo of holding water was 
filled with tho precious fluid. For about 
fourteon days after this time a strong 
head-wind continued to blow, and wo 
w«ro, therefore, unnblo to oondonno any

Myotorious Explosion. 

An explosion of a somewhat mysterious 
and unprecedented character took place 
at Humbor's brick-kiln, Sannich Road, at 
7 o'clock on Friday evening. From in- 
formation gathered at the scene of the 
explosion it would appear that the kiln 
containing 300,000 bricks was tired on 
Friday morning at 8 o'clock, and that 
during the day several white men and 
three Chinamen followed their respective 
occupations about it. At 0:15 p.m. the 
men quit work and went to their supper, 
Mr. Humber coming into town.' About 
an hour later, fortunately, however, be- 
fore the men had returned to work, the 
report of an explosion was heard and on 
repairing to the brick yard it was discov- ; 
ered that by some occult force the face of 
the kiln had been hurled with great vio- 
lence against a large quantity of cord j 
wood stacked immediately opposite, and 
that bricks had been scattered to right 
and to left. Mr. Humber, who by this 
time had arrived in town, - was hastily 
communicated with and on returning to , 
tho yard he states that he discovered that 
the oxplosion was undoubtedly caused 1>3' 
the combustion of a quantity of powder in- ! 
serted in tho kiln immediately over tho 
centra of tho ninth arch. Mr. Humber 
states that tho powder must have been in- 
sorted some fivo weeks since, and had the j 
men been engaged near tho kiln at tho i 
time of the explosion they would in all 
probability have lost their lives. The j 
number of bricks ejected from tho kiln by 1 
tho force of tho explosion he estimates 
at some 30,000, many of which are broken 
into fragments. Ho says he is positive 
tho explosion could not possibly have oc- | 
currcd accidentally; but is of the firm ! 
opinion that it resulted from "enmity. " 
It was rumored in town yesterday, with ! 
what truth it is of course impossible as i 
yot to state, that the "enmity" Mr. | 
Humber alludes to originated from the 
fact that he has for some time past been 
in tho habit of employing Chinese labor. 
Mr. Humber believes that he has a clue 
to tho perpetrators of the outrage; but of 
courso is reticent as to their names, etc. 
Ho is resolved, however, to strain every 
nerve to bring tho guilty parties to jus- 
jtice. The concussion caused by tho ex- 



Ahout 7 o'clock on Tuesday morning, 
the 3d of September, thp inhabitants of 
Yale were saddened by tho announce- 
ment that George Wm. Noilson, a young 
man of much respectability, late of Belle- 
ville, Ontario, who was in tho employ of 
Mr. Uriah Nelson as clerk, had shot him- 
self with a pistol, and had been found 
lying on a bod in hia bedroom adjoining 
the store. The ball had passed through 
his Head causing death almost immediate- 
ly. Deceased was 25 years of ago, had 
resided there for about five months, dur- 
ing which period ho had gained tho es- 
teem of all tlio loading inhabitants of tho 
place, and was much respected for his un- 
assuming and pleasant manner.

Friend Goodenow : — When you receive 
this the writer will have taken a short 
walk. You will please tako my personal 
eii'ects and nhatever balanco may be at 
my credit hero and give mo a half-decent 
burial, and don't believe mo guilty of any 
dishonest tilings, the only thing, audi 

firmly believe that when has seen 

any ****** to get into the safe 
through an omission of an entry in tho 
cash book, or rice versa, he having tho key 
has availed himself of every opportunity 
during my absence and has now brought 
on my death; my blood be upon his head. 
1 wish you to tako what personal eii'ects 1 
may have; write to my mother, Mrs. Goo. 
Neilson, Belleville, Ontario, of my death 
sending her whatever cash may bo (if 
there is any) left after seeing me planted. 
Break the news as gently as possible, and 
try to evade tho disease which took mo 
oil'. Good bye, old fellow, Cod bless you, 
[Signed] Georoe \Vm. Neilson. 

An inquiry was hold over the body the 
same day by B. Douglas Esq., Coroner, 
when the jury returned a verdict that de- 
ceased came to his death from a pistol 
shot tired by his own hand. 

Another LIonitiiiLF. Grime, — All old 
man named Wilson, residing at Wallowa 
Valley, has boon missing from home for 
sometime, and we now learn the following 
particulars in regard to tho rather mys- 
terious matter, which, if they should prove 
true, will add another to tho largo list of 
horrible crimes that have recently been 
perpetrated in this country: Old man 
Wilson had been out on a hunting expedi- 
tion with his son-in-law Joseph Cofl'man, 
and tho story was that they had separated 
and the old man was supposed to be lost. 
After several days Wilson's body was 
found near whero he was last seen. It 
was shockingly mutilated as if to create 
tho impression that the murder had been 
done by Indians. But all tho signs show- 
ed that it was done by one man. The old 
man had about §200 in money and to get 
this is supposed to have been the motive' for 
the murder. All signs point to Coffnian 
as tho guilty person, and he i3 uow under 
arrest. The head of Wilson was cut en- 
tirely off, ono of his arms was severed 
from his body, tho face was mutilated and 
the remains dragged some distance into 
the brush and covered over with dirt and 
leaves. It would scorn that tho country 
was never before shocked with so many 
most atrocious crimes.
